storeroom out back, and they painted over all the 
red and black colors that had distinguished the shop 
in earlier days as a men’s wear store. 

The transformation is a metamorphosis that 
everyone is enjoying. 

The women installed antique window curtains 
that were done by an 83-year-old woman when she 
was 17 years old in Norway. Even the lace on the 
curtains is handmade. Antique furniture was pur¬ 
chased by the women and restored by Morin. 

The neon sign in front is gone and an arty 
new sign, recently approved by the Planning Com¬ 
mission, is up to proclaim the name of the shop.

Bicycle safety 
is No. 1 rule 


In last week’s edition of The News, 
Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts In his 
Police Blotter warned bicyclists that rid¬ 
ing on the sidewalk in the downtown area 
is against the law. 

There are other safety tips for bi¬ 
cycling and they follow: 

— Size: a too large or too small bicycle 
Is difficult to control. Try bikes for size 
before you buy. 

— Safety equipment: The Uniform Vehicle 
Code requires that your bike have: ref¬ 
lectors, even In the daytime, on the front, 
on both front and rear wheels, and on the 
pedals; a white headlight for night driving; 
and a horn or bell. Use a basket or carrier 
to transport packages. You need both 
hands free to control the bike. 

— Rules for safe cycling: Observe all 
traffic regulations when you drive in an 
area used by motor vehicles. Cyclists are 
required by law to obey all state and local 
traffic signs, signals and pavement mark¬ 
ings. 

Always be ready to yield the right 
of way. Use left-hand signals well in ad¬ 
vance of slowing down, stopping or turn¬ 
ing so you have both hands on the 
handlebars when you make the maneuver. 

Keep a safe distance between you 
and the vehicle ahead. Watch for parked 
vehicles pulling into traffic, car doors 
opening and pedestrians stepping off a 
curb In your path. 

Don't do stunts or race in traffic or 
wherever there’s danger of colliding with 
a pedestrian, fixed objects or other cyc¬ 
lists. Never hitch onto other moving ob¬ 
jects. 

— Maintenance tips: Like an automobile, 
your bike needs periodic service to keep 
it running smoothly and safely. Keep 
handlebars, grips, seat and pedals tight. 
Replace worn pedal treads. 

Check your tires weekly for proper 
inflation, cuts and worn treads. Check 
brake pads weekly to be sure they make 
full contact with rims and replace worn 
pads. 

Check cables for wear, fraying and 
binding. Clean bearings and remove the 
chain and clean it in solvent once a year. 

Check the chain often for damaged 
links and lubricate it with light oil.

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers

circles? Well, don’t worry. It appears our 
ancestors, way back in 3250 B.C. were doing 
the same thing — only they were building in 
circles. What were they building? Archaeologists 
are not really sure. 

There are about 1000 prehistoric stone 
circles scattered over the British Isles and 
northern France. The most famous is 
Stonehenge. In fact, in the course of 1000 
years, Stonehenge was rebuilt several times 
and large stones balanced horizontally on top 
of the vertical stones. 

Local stones were used as well as other 
stones which were quarried over 200 miles 
away to make the circle. There are no in¬ 
scriptions to explain this mystery — the builders 
had no writing. However, the circle is aligned 
to sunrise at Midsummer.

In last weeks paper 
the Sierra Madre News 
covered an interview be¬ 
tween LA Sheriff Deputy 
Lynda Edmonds and Sier¬ 
ra Madre Police Chief Bill 
Betts. In the interview 
LA Deputy Edmonds 
urged everyone to keep 
lights on to deter crime. 
Chief Betts disagreed with 
this theory and the S.M. 
News quoted Chief Betts 
as saying he’d never seen 
a study that indicates 
lighting reduces crime ex¬ 
cept in parks . . . What 
residents want are low 
lights and quiet neigh¬ 
borhoods. ... 

I would like to go on 
record as saying I couldn’t 
agree with Chief Bill 
Betts more. Chief Betts 
very obviously has his 
finger on the pulse of the 
residents of Sierra Madre 
and our needs within our 
very unique city. 

So many cities such as 
L.A. have totally ignored 
and tossed out “home 
and hearth” in the pur¬ 
suit of crime prevention. 

1 think there is some 
obvious truth to light 
being a crime deterrent, 
but most of us have lost 
site of the fact that ori¬ 
ginally the slogan “turn 
on a light, stop a crime” 
was contrived and com¬ 
mercialized by the power 
companies, not the p^ce 
force. The power com¬ 
panies were severly regu¬ 
lated by the Federal Govt, 
in the 1960s. The power 
companies did every¬ 
thing they could think of 
to get us to burn power 
so they could turn a pro¬ 
fit. Perhaps you remem¬ 
ber other power com¬ 
pany slogans of the early 
1960s, “the more you use 
the cheaper it gets.” At 
that time the power com¬ 
pany actually gave you 
an “All Electric Gold 
Medalian Award” to dis¬ 
play at your front door 
proclaiming an energy 
guzzling home. (People 
laugh when I take my 
medalian out of my show 
case in our livingroom). 

Also I might add that 
improper outdoor lighting 
such as the Mercury 
Vapor garage security 
lights that are now flood¬ 
ing into our city certainly 
scar the face of any neigh¬ 
borhood and actually give 
you the feeling that you 
are “entering a high crime 
neighborhood.” 


Perhaps the Beautifica¬ 
tion Committee might be 
interested in attacking 
this problem should it 
start to get our of hand. 
At this time there are no 
ordinances in our city re¬ 
gulating outdoor lighting. 
To date, outdoor light¬ 
ing has been left to the 
common sense and dis¬ 
cretion of individual re¬ 
sidents. 

In any event, 1 would 
like to publicly thank 
Chief Bill Betts for his 
unusual and keen per¬ 
ception of the needs of 
the residents of our city. 
Our hats off to you Chief 
Bill Betts!

Huge thanks 
to fire department 

Your city and county 
is part of a state-wide 
“mutual aid” program 
and your firefighters 
helped save the city of 
San Luis Obispo on July 
8. Today the words “mu¬ 
tual aid” are music to 
the ears of residents of 
this little (37,000 popula¬ 
tion) central coast city. 
For without “mutual 
aid” thousands of homes 
within the city limits of 
San Luis Obispo would 
have been destroyed when 
the Las Pilitas forest and 
brush fire raged out-of¬ 
control down the moun¬ 
tainside toward the north¬ 
eastern edge of the city. 

Your firefighters and 
equipment joined some 
2(XX) firefighters from all 
over the state responding 
to the call for help. Be¬ 
fore the Las Pilitas fire 
was declared officially 
“out” on July 15 by the 
California Department 
of Forestry, it had burned 
for two weeks, charred 
75,(XX) acres, threatened 
thousands of homes, but 
burned only nine in the 
county and one within 
the city limits — a miracle 
made possible only by the 
valiant effort of fire¬ 
fighters who put their 
lives on the line. 

Officials of the city of 
San Luis Obispo estimate 
that the firefighters who 
responded from as far 
away as 250 miles to the 
south and 250 miles to the 
north saved $2(X) million 
in homes directly threat¬ 
ened by the forest and 
brush fire that came over 
the mountain ridge on 
July 8 and raced down¬ 
hill toward the residen¬ 
tial area of the city. 

Firefighting crews and 
equipment from 57 public 
agencies located in ten 
counties joined the fire¬ 
fighters from the city of 
San Luis Obispo, U.S. 
Forest Service, California 
Department of Forestry, 
Civilian Conservation 
corps, Vandenburg Air 
Force Base, California 
Men’s Colony, and Cal 
Poly State University to 
contain the blaze. The 
successful battle to save 


San Luis Obispo is an 
example of how “mu¬ 
tual aid” coordinated by 
the “Incident Command 
System” developed by 
the California Dept, of 
Forestry can help the resi¬ 
dents of any area threat¬ 
ened by fire. 

The residents of the 
first area within the city 
limits to be given a man¬ 
datory evacuation order 
by the police have initi¬ 
ated a fund-raising effort 
to show their appreciation 
and honor the firefighters. 
Because firefighters and 
other victims of fire often 
suffer crippling and dis¬ 
figuring burn injuries, the 
funds raised are being 
sent to the “burn foun¬ 
dation” to which fire¬ 
men themselves often 
contribute funds: the 
Alisa Ann Burn Founda¬ 
tion, 20944 Sherman 
Way, Suite 115, Canoga 
Park, CA 91303. 
The contribution is being 
made in honor of fire¬ 
fighters throughout the 
state — including those 
from your city and county.

The communities of Sierra Madre, Pasadena, 
Arcadia and Monrovia registered a resounding ap¬ 
proval of the presence of the Guardian Angels 
Monday evening when a huge crowd settled in at 
Sierra Madre Recreation Center to hear what these 
people in their red berets had to say. 

The overflow crowd was so large that the group 
was moved to the patio where there was more 
standing room. And they were all ages, from high 
school students through the elderly who were sup¬ 
ported by canes. They were there because of their 
concern for safety and they wanted to know what 
the Guardian Angels were all about. 

As a follow-up Tuesday morning. The News in¬ 
terviewed Danny Lewis, who heads the Westside 
contingent of the Guardian Angels, and he stated, 
“1 thought it was incredible that so many showed 
their concern and actually are interested in doing 
something. 1 am sifting through the many or¬ 
ganization sheets we handed out and find interests 
in helping the elderly and handicapped, street 
patrols, auto patrols, CB auto patrols, and many 
who wish to contribute their skills such as sec¬ 
retarial work offering their computers, offering their 
backyards for training. Within the week we will have 
set up a special meeting for safety patrols and will 
try to recruit classes in self defense and the mar¬ 
tial arts. We are also looking into CPR classes. 
There will be other follow-up meetings as soon as 
they are organized.” 

When asked if the huge crowd of over 300 
indicated that a San Gabriel Valley contingent would 
be organized in this area, he answered affirmatively. 
“There is no question that we will have a chapter 
here. And as soon as we get this area organized 
so you can handle your patrols alone, we will go to 
the San Fernando Valley. 

At Monday’s meeting, Scott McKeown, Los 
Angeles County coordinator, said, referring to the 
recent rash of beatings and burglaries of area wom¬ 
en, “It’s too bad tragedy has to bring a com¬ 
munity together.”

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Guardian Angels from their beginnings in New York | 
City 6V2 years ago when Curtis Sliwa first found it | 
necessary to patrol around his McDonald stand in, 
the S. Bronx area of New York City. There are now | 
59 chapters in the country both in urban and rural r 
areas. 

McKeown explained the need for the meeting: ’ 
“To make ourselves available to the community, t 
to answer questions, to encourage citizens to start 
patrols and Neighborhood Watch programs, and 
possibly to start a chapter in the San Gabriel 
Valley.” 

He continued, “We came here last Thursday 
because we had calls from the communities and 
about 20 of us have been patrolling every night 
in Arcadia, Sierra Madre and Monrovia. We 
believe in participatory citizenship — you can’t 
leave the burden of safety on the authorities. There 
has been a very incredible jump in crime and the 
time has come for the citizens to take respon¬ 
sibility and not our overworked police depart¬ 
ments.” 

He stressed that the Guardian Angels are not 
police officers. They attempt to add extra visual 
deterrence, he said. 

“We are not vigillantes. We do not carry 
weapons. We use our eyes and our ears and our 
red berets. We are in concert with law enforce¬ 
ment. We don’t have an image of tough guys. 
Down in Arizona, senior citizens patrol with cars 
and radios. In Texas there is a chapter in which 
the average age is 58 years. There are four in their 
late 70s,” McKeown told the group. 

Danny Lewis said, “The only permanent solu¬ 
tion to street crime is to develop a program in¬ 
volving residents. Are you concerned about crime? 
We need to go beyond the ‘I’ and ‘me’ and took 
at awareness on the community level. The primary 
focus should be on safety patrols to guard against 
criminal assaults ... All people who become Guard¬ 
ian Angels protect all citizens regardless of race, 
creed and background . . . We need to stop 
talking about what’s wrong and do something . . . 
The presence of patrolling groups in a neighborhood 
does deter crime. It works.” 

He explained what it takes to get a chapter 
going; willingness to donate time and money, 
headquarter space, support service such as answer¬ 
ing service, printing, typesetting, communication

Notes from the Attic

If ignited, the tank would have taken the 
block up into the air. Mrs. Reitherman got 
her car out of the way but only alter brakes, 
gear shift, throttle seemed strangely out of the 
usual positions. F-'iremen judged that static 
electricity caused by the contact between gas 
tank and hose no//le must have been res¬ 
ponsible.

“Flea Control” 

There are several methods which pet 
owners can use for controlling llcas on pets. 
To determine which method is best lor you, 
you need to determine the severity ol the 
Ilea infestation. 

Mild Infestation: This applies if your pet 
has a few fleas, but fleas haven’t invaded your 
house or yard. Bathe your pet with a tlca sham¬ 
poo so that all fleas on your pet will be killed. 

To prevent fleas from returning and laying 
eggs, check your pet daily, fleas are dillicult 
to capture and kill, so I recommend using a 
dab of vaseline on a finger of Q-Tip. This slows 
down the flea and you can pinch it with a 
fingernail or tweezers. 

Another method of preventive protection 
is the “flea dip.” Flea dip solutions are sold 
in pel stores, or you can have a professional 
groomer dip your pet. The residual action ol 
the dip will help prevent the recurrence ol Ileas

Severe Infestation: if your house and/ 
or yard has a flea infestation, then you need to 
take measures which will eliminate fleas Irom 
your pel’s environment. In addition to giving 
your pet a bath and flea dip, you will need to 
contact an exterminator or purchase insecti¬ 
cides. 

For the house, a flea bomb product is the 
most effective. To use this product, you 
leave your house for 2-4 hours while the pro¬ 
duct discharges a vapor. If you choose to pur¬ 
chase a flea bomb, pick one that kills flea 
eggs as well as adult tlcas. 

You can control fleas in the yard by using 
an outdoor insecticide. These are concentrated 
solutions which you dilute and use with a spray 
attachment on the garden hose. 

When using any chemicals, be sure to use 
them in moderation. To get maximum results, 
the preventive measures you choose should 
be done once a month in the summer and fall. 
For approximately $20, you can purchase 
everything I’ve mentioned and this supply will 
last 6-12 months.

Alyce Best of Sierra 
Madre has started a 
“finishing school” for 
children called “Petite 
Protocol” and she teach¬ 
es children manners at 
two locations; the Cho¬ 
colate Giraffe in Pasa¬ 
dena and Westwood Re¬ 
gency Club.

La Capilla Real, or San Carlos Cathedral, 
was founded in 1770. Its ornate architecture is 
similar to Carmel Mission. A special feature is the 
statute of the Virgin of Guadalupe over the en¬ 
trance. 

Located in Church St., in Monterey, the church 
has been in continuous use since 1795. 


This is the fourth in a series of travel articles 
on the California mi.ssions. 

Ihe Spanish padres of the 18th and 19th cen¬ 
turies located their missions a day’s horseback ride 
apart throughout California — about 30 miles. 

Ihey kept to the coastal areas, planning a 
second chain inland which was never realized. 
Iheir genius brought both Christianity and civili¬ 
zation to Ihe wilderness, together with a wealth 
of historic treasures to be savored by travelers 
today. 

Mission San Miguel Arcangel, founded in 1797, 
located at 801 Mission St., in San Miguel, still 
serves as a parish church today. 

Ihe church and monastery are perhaps the 
best preserved of all the mission buildings. Many 
original decorations, frescoes and paintings remain 
in this beautiful mission. 

An annual fiesta is held the third Sunday in 
September and Posadas during the Christmas 


Worthwhile side trips here include 17 Mile 
Drive, Monterey Presidio, 1770, and Monterey State 
Historic Park, with half dozen early 19th century 
buildings, plus Fisherman’s Wharf. 

Founded in 1797, Mission San Juan Bautista 
is located in San Juan Bautista State Historical 
Park, in the community of the same name. 


The mission stands in the only remaining 
Spanish plaza amidst houses and shops dating from 
the late mission era. The church is the largest in 
the chain, holding over 1000 worshippers and con¬ 
taining three aisles. It is an active church today. 

Numerous relics are on display in the convento 
wing, now a museum, and beyond the cemetery 
wall can be found a short section of the original 
El Camino Real, the King’s Highway, that wound 
through California for some 650 miles, connecting 
the 21 missions. 

The last in our series of articles will include 
the six northernmost missions, completing our 
tour of the fabulous historic chain of architectural 
and historic treasures which adorn our state.

Situated in lonely grandeur, as were all the mis¬ 
sions in the early days. Mission San Antonio de 
Padua, founded in 1771, provides a living example 
of yesteryear. It can be found 27 miles northeast of 
Bradley from U.S. 101, on the Hunter Liggett 
Military Reservation. 

Neglected for almost 50 years after seculariza¬ 
tion, restoration was started in the early 1900s 
and completed in the late '40s, resulting in an ac¬ 
curate replica of the original. It includes a museum 
featuring many early artifacts. 

Mission Nuestra Senora de la Soledad, founded 
m 1791, is located three miles southwest of Sole- 
dad at Fort Rornie and Mission Roads. 

Abandoned for close to a century, the mis¬ 
sion had crumbled into total ruin. Restoration in 
the 1950s and ’60s resurrected the chapel and padres’ 
(piarters. Restoration of the old church still lies 
ahead. A museum contains interesting relics and 
artifacts. 

Situated in lovely Carmel Valley, Mission San 
Carlos Borromeo del Rio Carmelo, founded in 
1770, was first established in Monterey and moved 
to its present site the following year. It can be found 
at 3080 Rio Rd., in Carmel. 

Beautiful Carmel Mission exhibits strong 
Moorish influence in its architecture and restora¬ 
tion, begun in the 1930s, effected one of the most 
authentic resurrections in the entire chain. An 
annual fiesta is held the la.st Sunday in Septem-

PINEAPPLE POINTERS 

Fresh pineapple is unique in its beauty, 
flavor and texture. And in some cases, it is 
unique in the way it mixes with other foods. 

J here are a great variety of ways to serve 
fresh pineapple, but here is one important tip 
to remember. 

Fresh pineapple contains a useful enzyme 
called bromelain which breaks down protein. 
For this reason: 

• Gelatin dishes made with fresh pineapple 
won’t set. (Use the canned product instead.) 

• Dairy products, such as cottage cheese and 
sour cream, should not be mixed with fresh 
pineapple until just before serving. 

The bromelain action also has its advan¬ 
tages. Try tenderizing tougher cuts of meat in 
a marinade containing fresh pineapple for 10- 
L‘> minutes (no longer). The bonus is a de¬ 
lightful accent of pineapple flavor.

but are they truly Guardian Angels? They are not 
only recruiting but also recruiting money. I’m 
wondering if these same people (who give money 
to the Angels) would vote for a tax increase to 
give the police pay raises. Anyone can put on a red 
beret or a white T-shirt. 1 can’t believe we’re safe 
from someone imitating the Guardian Angels . . . 
Unfortunately we have a slight panic in our town. 
Please see what you can do to get rid of the 
Guardian Angels.” 

Mark Burns of Pasadena, a former resident of 
Sierra Madre, voiced concern over the “well-being 
of the kids physically and emotionally. Men and 
women 16 and older are eligible to apply. They 
may be immature or unskilled . . . It’s the job 
of citizens to look out for dangerous offenders. 
We give our authority to the police force who have 
the equipment to handle dangerous situations. Kids 
are incompetent to handle situations.” 

Mary Stetson asked if the city has insurance 
to cover any incidents that might take place con¬ 
cerning the Guardian Angels.

The Forest Service’s 
Land Management Plan 
for the Angeles National 
Forest is now available at 
the Sierra Madre Library 
for study by all interest¬ 
ed residents and concern¬ 
ed forest users. With less 
than two months remain¬ 
ing in the review per¬ 
iod, prospective com- 
menters are urged to 
contribute input on how 
they would like to see 
the Angeles Forest man¬ 
aged for the next 50 
years. 

To be included in the 
record, your comments 
must be received by the 
Sept. 20 deadline at the 
Angeles National Forest 
Supervisor’s Office, 150 
So. Los Robles, Suite 
300, Pasadena, Calif., 
91101. Should you wish 
to discuss or ask ques¬ 
tions about the plan, you 
are encouraged to call 
or visit the above-men¬ 
tioned office Monday 
through Friday between 
the hours of 8 a.m. and 
4:30 p.m., or you may 
even wish to attend one 
of the remaining sched¬ 
uled informal meetings 
from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m., 
on Aug. 3 and Aug. 17. 

Consisting of three do¬ 
cuments; the Draft Envi¬ 
ronmental Impact State¬ 
ment (DEIS), the Draft 
Forest Plan (DFLMP), 
an Appendix volume, as 
well as a map packet. 
This plan provides de¬ 
tailed information on the 
present and more impor¬ 
tantly, the future man¬ 
agement of our immense 


backyard. 

The DEIS document 
displays seven alternative 
management strategies 
that the Forest Service 
has considered in the 
planning process, rang¬ 
ing from the current 
management plan, which 
provides for one-half of 
the forest’s acreage for 
ORV use, to Alternative 
VII, which stresses wild¬ 
life emphasis for two- 
thirds of the forest and 
eliminates all ORV 
areas. A summary of the 
estimated consequences 
of each alternative and 
the existing resource sit¬ 
uation are also included 
in the DEIS. 

Of primary impor¬ 
tance is the Draft Forest 
Plan (titled Proposed 
Angeles National Forest 
Land and Resources 
Management Plan). This 
document is a detailed 
description of the Forest 
Service’s preferred plan, 
otherwise known as Al¬ 
ternative 1. Included are 
forest-wide standards 
and guidelines and man¬ 
agement prescriptions 
for every area of the 
forest. Considering the 
fact that this document 
is for the most part 
concerned with the pre¬ 
ferred alternative, it can 
be assumed that this will 
be the Angeles Forest’s 
future management po¬ 
licy unless the all-impor¬ 
tant public response dic¬ 
tates otherwise. 

Although the amount 
of material these do¬ 
cuments contain may in¬ 
deed seem intimidating, 
there is no need for the 


reviewee to read and 
comment about the plan 
in its entirety. With just 
an hour or two, you 
can analyze and provide 
your two cents worth on 
the plan. 

The trick, and in fact 
most effective means of 
accomplishing this, is by 
simply selecting one or 
more topics and express¬ 
ing your views about 
them. The plan is set up 
in such an organized 
manner as to provide 
easy reference to what¬ 
ever forest topic may be 
of interest — whether it be 
fire management, recrea¬ 
tion or law enforcement. 

A second time-saving 
and effective way to 
comment on the forest 
plan is by geographical 
area. Using the Preferred 
Plan map, locate those 
areas of the forest that 
you are familiar with, 
and note the manage¬ 
ment prescription num¬ 
bers. Now, in the Draft 
Forest Plan text under 
the chapter titled “Man¬ 
agement Direction” and 
under the subtitle “Man¬ 
agement Prescriptions” 
can be found listed the 
proposed management 
policy for each num¬ 
bered area of the map. 

Here it is outlined 
how your favorite area 
of the forest will be man¬ 
aged for every resource 
such as recreation, wild¬ 
life, and so on. Input 
on the plan, done in this 
manner, can be effective 
because you may very 
well know more about a 
particular favorite area 
than the plan’s authors

Mosquitos carry 
disease, must 
be irradicated 

The Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Department of Health 
Services is requesting the 
cooperation of residents 
in helping to eliminate 
mosquito breeding 
sources in the com¬ 
munity. 

Mosquitoes are res¬ 
ponsible for transmitting 
diseases. One of these 
diseases, which is poten¬ 
tially fatal, is encepha¬ 
litis. 

Last year, the South¬ 
ern California area ex¬ 
perienced its first out¬ 
break of St. Louis en; 
cephalitis with 26 clinic¬ 
ally-diagnosed human 
cases. Sixteen of these 
cases were in Los An¬ 
geles County with one 
death of a 62-year-old 
female resident of Long 
Beach. 

Mosquito breeding ty¬ 
pically begins in April 
and continues through 
September. During the 
warm summer months, 
the egg-to-adult mos¬ 
quito breeding cycle ra¬ 
pidly decreases from ap¬ 
proximately 20 days to 
approximately eight days. 

Small water sources 
typically generate hun¬ 
dreds of mosquitoes 
while larges bodies of 
water, such as neglected 
backyard swimming 
pools can produce thou¬ 
sands of mosquitoes a 
week. Although mos¬ 
quitoes occur in signifi¬ 
cant numbers, only fe¬ 
male mosquitoes bite 
humans. 

Arcadian

Arcadia resident Mi¬ 
chael Shermer, part- 
owner of Shermer Cyc¬ 
les of America on Hun¬ 
tington Dr. in Arcadia, 
recently broke the cyc¬ 
ling record from San 
Francisco to Los An¬ 
geles. 

As a tune-up trial six 
weeks prior to the 3000- 
mile Race Across Ame¬ 
rica, ultra-marathon cyc¬ 
list Michael Shermer 
took on the 400-mile, 
22 / 2 -hour San Francisco 
to Los Angeles record, 
a popular ride for west 
coast cyclists. Sher¬ 
mer arrived at L.A. City 
Hall 21 hours and 47 
minutes after leaving San 
Francisco, breaking the 
previous record by 52 
minutes. ”1 figured that 
the Race Across Ame¬ 
rica is filled with con¬ 
tinuous obstacles like 
these and that if 1 in¬ 
tend to win, 1 might as 
well get used to them.”

how long do they expect to be in Sierra Madre. 
He answered that they wish “to get local residents 
involved then we move out.’’ He explained that 
he was at work Tuesday evening and could not get 
up here earlier. 

He said, “You don’t need traditional patrols 
here. Gur intention is not coming in as outsiders. 
We are here to address the crisis that has la.sted 
for two months. There is fear going through the 
community, not just in Sierra Madre. We are out 
here to address that.’’ 

Arc they a tax exempt corporation? Yes, they 
have a tax number, and money gifts are tax de¬ 
duct ible. 

What do they intend to do in Sierra Madre? 
They plan to start a San Gabriel Valley Group which 
will serve any community in that particular area 
if needed. “A regular patrol would not be of much 
value in Sierra Madre.” 

How long is the training period? Three weeks 
to three months. The training is difficult with 
martial arts for their own protection since they 
carry no weapons, special training with a retired 
policeman, CF’R, f irst Aid. And each person must 
have a community project to complete. 

How are they dealing with the problems here? 
By walking the streets, being a visual deterrent to 
who’s doing the crimes. 

McKeown said the response had been “quite 
good. People are thanking us. Seniors are staying 
up all night. They are greatly relieved to see us.’’
